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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of group I pertaining to claims 2,3 and 7 in the reply 
filed on October 16, 2006 is acknowledged. Claims 4-6 and 8-14 are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to nonelected inventions, there being 
no allowable generic or linking claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

1. Claims 2, 3 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Coe et al 
(US Patent # 4,825,680). Coe et al discloses a method of manufacturing copper metal substrates 
by inserting a copper metal blank (6) between two flat areas (surface of dies 1 & 2) and 
plastically deforming the blank to a presettable thickness by compressing the two areas (surface 
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of dies 1 & 2) together, thereby causing the material to flow and become permanently plastically 
deformed.
